REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools: 


ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 


The vacancy in the primary room caused by the resigna- 
tion of Miss Clara Heselton was filled by the appointment of 
Miss Nancy Scripture of Keene Teachers College. 


Our schools continue to be affected by war conditions. 
The shortage of teachers grows more acute in rural districts. 
_ What teachers are available seek positions first in larger com- 
munities or in consolidated schools where pay is better, where 
work is in single grades or subjects, and where transporta- 
tion facilities are available. Many schools in the state opened 
this year with substitute teachers. Many others have lost teach- 
ers during the school year, replacing them only with great dif- 
fieulty. The situation facing us for another year will be even 
more serious. 


The organization of the Marlow school as a centralized 
unit is advantageous in this period of acute teacher shortage. 
It has an additional advantage in being located in a community 
near Keene which is served by public transportation facilities 
operating on a schedule convenient with school hours. There is, 
however, one factor of organization which should be given 
serious consideration. The enrollment of the school now bord- 
ers closely on the minimum required for state aid approval for 
the salaries of two teachers. A study of the enrollment by 
grades would seem to indicate that the enrollment of Marlow 
pupils will remain constant at near the present total. In view 
of this situation an increase in enrollment by accepting pupils 
from Stoddard may be desirable. With the additional floor 
space provided by the removal of the two chunk stoves and the 
modern improvements now available, such a plan for consolida- 
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tion should be acceptable to both school districts. A total 
enrollment of 50-60 pupils, if evenly distributed between the two 
rooms, would not be too great for two teachers.

The various programs of studies recommended for the 
elementary schools of the state are in the process of revision. 
The first of this series, Arithmetic, has been completed and is 
now in use in our schools. The development of this program 
has been a cooperative undertaking combining the suggestions 
of the elementary teachers with the results of research and the 
recommendations of specialists in this field of education. The 
result of this effort is the development of an outline of work 
better suited to the maturity of children at the various grade 
levels. 


The distribution of operations in the fundamental process 
is indicated on a grade placement chart. .Recommendations are 
made for time allotment and the application of the funda- 
mental processes to number experiences and problem solving. 


Suggestions are made for constructing diagnostic tests in 
all grades and for the development of remedial work in the 
four fundamental operations with integers and fractions. 

The teaching of some of the more difficult abstract pro- 
cesses is delayed and the instruction during the initial period 
progresses from the concrete to the abstract form. 

The program provides for individual differences in abili- 
ties of children and for the enrichment of work for gifted chil- 
dren. 

One section of the new program is devoted to suggestions 
for using the common activities of the home, school, and com- 
munity in developing number concept and arithmetic ex- 
perience. 
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After a brief period of adjustment, this program will de- 
velop as standard, thus unifying the work in arithmetic in all 
of our schools according to the new state standards. 


HEALTH 


Health inspection in the Marlow schools showed the fol- 
lowing defects and corrections: 

45 pupils were inspected. 

7 pupils were underweight. 

36 pupils were in need of dental care. 

3 pupils showed defective vision—uncorrected. 

3 pupils were advised to have throat and nose examina- 

tion. 
2 pupils had enlarged neck glands. 


A dental clinic was held October 3, 1944, with work done 
as follows: 


Number of pupils having dental care, 11 
Number of pupils having porcelain fillings, 6 
Number of pupils having silver fillings, 6 
Number of pupils having teeth cleaned, 7 


3 pupils had dental care by their own dentist. 
1 pupil had defective vision corrected. 
Hearing tests were given to new and third grade pupils. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The two wood stoves were replaced by the installation of 
a modern heating system. The new Lennox furnace, which is 
located in the basement, provides for uniform radiation in both 
rooms. The cold air return ducts located at the rear of both 
class rooms promote circulation and indirect ventilation. 

Storage space for school supplies was provided by the 
construction of a cupboard in the hallway.

In general, the attendance of the Marlow pupils is good. 
There are, however, a few families which are responsible for a 
poorer attendance and tardiness record than would otherwise 
be possible. Promptness and dependability are character traits 
which the school should promote by insistence upon regularity 
of attendance. Poor attendance creates a situation which is 
detrimental to the welfare of the school as well as to the in- 
dividual concerned. Neglectful parents are not only commit- 
ting an offence against their own children, but are interfering 
with the progress of the school. The best interests of the com- 
munity would be served by the prosecution of such parents. 

The contribution by Mr. Dan Moore of candy and fruits 
and candy kisses by Mr. Caleb Cameron for the Christmas tree 
was much appreciated by the pupils.
